New Yokk, Aug. 28.— The Herald's 
Valparaiso dispatoh, dated Aug. 27, 
■aid: 

President Balmaoeda will probably at- 
tack the insurgent army this morning. 
It is iropoasible to learn the poaitioii ana 
movementa of the inrargent fonoei but 
the report that thev have taken up a 
atmng poeition on the hills above the 
race conrae at Vina del Mar is pcobaUy 
true. It ie thought they hiiT* noeir 
re-enforcements. 

Balmaceda in the meantime hax loet 
no time in strengthening his position. 
Re-inforcementa nave been constHntlv 
arriving, until now he has within reach 
fully 20,000 armed men. From the con' 
dition of affairs here, and the move- 
menta of troops, it is generally believed 
that Balmaoeda |!will attack the revolu- 
tionary army in rarcetodav and endeavor 
to end the war, so far as it can iw done 
by a victory or deftatt in fMmt of Val 
paraiso.

New York, Aug. 28.— The following 
cablegram has been received by Charles 
R. Flmt, from Vi^paraiso, showing the 
conditions before ^nday's battle. 

Tlie insurgents hare oeen cut off from 
their Teasels and are be t wee n two divi- 
sions of the goverment army, which is 
being rapidly augmented bv fresh ar- 
rivals of troops by railroads from the 
interior. It is expected that the defeat 
of the insnrgent army will result in 
bringing the revolutiou to a close, al- 
thoogh the fleet could retire to the 
nortii and continue the rebellion, as the 
government could not reach them by 
land across the denert, and until the 
new cruisers arrive from Europe the 
government would not be in a positkm 
to attack the rebel fleet.

Win n Setretar\- Fost< r found the gold 
in the national treasury ruuning low, 
with the four-and-a-half per cent, bonds 
due on Srat. 1, he was pnsxled to know 
how to repIsBish the subtly. 

The express companies charged seven- 
ty-five cents on |1.(»00 for shipping cur- 
rency from the east to the west, and 
when the demand began to come into 
the New York banks from the western 
cities for money to move the great crops 
aU the shipmeute were at first made that 
way. Tho oastani haahi, of ooofsa, 
sent legal toidsM to «lMlr iNrtm oov- 
respondents. 

Then Secretary Fostsr caused it to be 
made known to the western banks t..at 
the treasury department will ship 
money to any part of thowest for fUtsan 
cents ^K-r i 1 ,000. Therefore tho western 
banks accompanied every draft on a 
NewiTork bank with an order to b..ip 
through the treasury. 

When the New York banks went to 
the sub-treasury in Wall street to de- 
posit the money for shipment they 
fotmd to their suiiMrise that Assistant 
Treasurer Roberts insisted upon the <te* 
posit of gold coin or gold certificAtos. 
When asked if the secretary has issued 
any order to that effect, Mr. Robeits 
admitted thut there had been no official 
order, bat be said: "It was the i>r.ic> 
tice." The bankers called Mr. Roberts* 
attention to the fact that it was an en-' 
tirely new practice to insist upon aU 
gold for such shipment, but tho 
ant treasurer was obdurate. 

The bankers protected, brt there ' 
no help for them. The result has been 
that evenr New York bank which haa 
received auring the last two months an 
order for currencv to supply a western 
bank has been obliged to deposit against 
it either gold coin or gold oertiflcates in 
the sub-treasury in Wall st reet Then 
the government, instead of sending tho 
gold to the west, has simply put it in tho 
vaulto and sent out a telegraphic order 
to the sub-treasury at Chicago, or tho 
nearest government depository to the 
bank wanting this money to transmit to 
the bank legal tenders. 

So successful has this policy been that 
the gola reserves in the national treasury 
have increased about $12,000,000 in about 
fix weeks. On June 30 the supply of 
gold in the treasury aggregated $117,- 
667,728. At presMit tho total is $189,- 
402,927. 

Meanwhile the irold reserves in tho 
New York banks have fallen so low 
through this strong drain that many 
bank oflicers have become somewhat 
alarmed. There has been a good deal of 
grumbling within the last week, and in- 
asmuch as there was no immediate pros- 
I)ect of decrease in the demands for 
currency from the west, there have been 
several informal conferences in bank 
parlors to determine what concerted ac- 
action the banks might take in the way 
of reprisal upon the ssorotaiy of tho 
treasury. 

There is no doubt that serious action 
by the bankers in that direction would 
have been attempted had it not been for 
tho action of Secretary Foster Wednes- 
day. Ho had kept his eye upon the New 
York banks. He privately communi- 
cated with National Treasurer Roberte, 
and Wednesday, when bankers sent to 
the sub-treasury to make their currency 
shipments to the west they were sur- 
prised and pleased to be informed by 
the suave Mr. Roberts that the ' 'prac- 
tice" of the department had oeen 
changed and that tne treasury would ac- 
cept one-half gold and oaohslf legal 
tenders. 

This concession satisfied the New York 
bankers for the time being. It has put 
a stop for the present to the talk about 
a systematic combination of the bunkers 
and the secretary of the tnttKoxy. In 
financial circles Wedneeday it was ad- 
mitted that Mr. Foster had been very 
shrewd and has fairly outwitted tho 
New York banks. 

STUDENT LIFE SAVERS. 

In.pectur Kog;er. A.toundrd by Wliut 
He Saw at Kvan.tun. 

Chicago, Aug. 28.— Lieutontant H. B. 
Rogers, the inspector of tho United Statea 
life saving stations of the Eleventh dis- 
trict, made his annual inspection of the 
Northwestern Universitv life saving 
crew at Evaston Wednesday.

pbsrsician, says the OommereiaMHsette. 

The '^nc < e8S thus far enjoyed by Dr. .Tas. 
Harnsfather, the author of the latest 
known method by which the terrible 
tuberculous bacilli is probably destroyed, 
without, at the same time, exterminat- 
ing the life of the patient, has not yet 
been made a matter of publication, but 
one thing is certain, that the inventor 
has so far been enconraj-ed sntliciently to 
induce him to assert without hesitancy 
his utter confidence in his scientifle dis- 
covery. 

In speaking to a reporter, Dr. Barns- 
fether said: "Hie modus operandi of my 

discovery is the transfusion of the blood 
or blood-serum of the rheumatio patient 
into the body oi the consumptive patient.

citor of true infiammation in the left en- 
docardium. The number of investigators 
who believe in the miasmic infection 
theory is increasing as well as the' num- 
ber of those w ho believe in its bacterial 
origin. Bacteria have been fouud in the 
blood and there is some degree of truth 
in the idea, else why should germicides, 
such as the salioyl and phenol derivities, 
be of such great benefit in the treat- 
ment '.'

"I have every reason to believe that 
my discovery will be declared superior to 
that of Koch's, and that it will be the 
means of eradicating the terrible disease 

of consumi)tion. As yet my experiments 
have not been concliisivt^ enough to con- 
vince the public of the value of my find- 
ing, bnt my mind has been unshaken 
from the start, and my faith in tiie 
method increiuses as the tests gra<iually 
progress. In a few njonths the curt? uf 
( (lUHumption liy the transfusion of rheu- 
matic b t ood or b lood-seram will be known 

all over the world."

A Courier-Joutnal special from Mid- 
dlesborough says: "A tremendous sensa- 
tion is ahout to explode in this section of 
theCuinherlaiid mountains. 

"The public is familiar with the details 
of the lynching of Frank Rossiraus, for- 
merly of Cincinnati, during the early 
part of July last. It now appears that 
Boaaimiu' friends have b!M& quietly at 
woAc. raising mottey fM>m stonemason 

societies all over the country, and have 
had detectives.at work to ferret out the 
names of those who composed the Ijmch- 
inv' party. Tt is sfateil that $l."),r>0() has 
been already raised, and that as much 
more will be forthcoming, if necessary, to 
bring the lynchers to justice. 

"John Colson, SherilT atrived Wed- 
nesday night in Middleaborongh with 
a large posse of men to serve war- 
rants upon a number of the leading citi- 
zens of the place. They are indicted hy 
the grand jury, now in session, for the 
the murder of Roesimus. The names 
include Chief of Police Mapli's and four 
patrolmen; Frank PoUitt, J. C. llutcher- 
son, City Attorney, J. Lewia PBtton, W. 
A. Pratt, Ben Hardy, "Wm. Bullock, and 
three members of the Alford Light In- 
fantry, the local military company. 

"The accused went uj) to Pineville 
Thursday morning and gave bond in the 
sum of $6,000 for their appearance at the 
next term of court. All sorts of rumors 
are afioat, and one is that one of the men 
arrested has turned State's evidence. Th& 
utmost excitement prevails." 

Messrs. Pollitt and Bullock formerly 
resided at Orangeburg, and Mr. Patton 
in thia city. Their many friends trust 
the dbaiges will prove gronndleas.

nati, at Middlesboro several months ago.

The lynching for which the officers 
are charged occiirreii ;i month ago. 
Willis .loiinsiin, the jiroprietor of a no- 
torious whi'-ky (live in a wild and se- 
cluded sjiot in the vicinity of Miildles- 
lH)ro, with wveral of his hem-hinen, 
went into that city and discliarged their 
firearms. When the police arrivefl the 
des;ieradoeK retreated in the direction of 
tlu'ir den, ht>tly pursued by the oflficers. 
As the latter neired the den of the des- 
peradoes they were Kuddenly fired upon 
from ambusli, and two of them were 
wounded. In the vicinifj- the man 
RoesmuB was caj.tnred and thrown into 
prison at l^Iiddlesboro. 

Some time during the night he was 
taken from prison by an armed mob and 
hange<1 to the Twenty-first street bridge. 
The victim was subjected to the most in- 
human cruelties, his skull being crushed 
and his Unly jiierced with bayonets. 
The friends of the victim of this out- 
rage say that he did not take part with 
the dt<«i)eradr>es, and have raised over

Recently the 
gang has bean traveling southward, 
lootuig. burning and mnrdering as they 
proceeded. 

When the conaol at Wenchow first 
became convinced of the alarming state 
of affairs, he took snch measures as 
ireca in his power for the protection of 
Ikafesidenti. He has been trying to ar- 
range matters with local oflBcials. The 
nnmbar of the pirates are variously esti- 
mated but the general opinion is that 
theymnstar 400 armed and desperate 
men.
